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MR. JACK H. BROWN, 9312 Wildhaven, Dallas, Texas, 
advised that his in-laws, MR. and MRS. T. A. YATES, Grapevine, 
Texas, telephone number BUtler 9-3192, were neighbors of JACK 
RUBY. He. stated that about two years ago JACK RUBY ouilt a 
log cabin on the water front across the street from MR. and 
MRS. YATES. After the construction was completed, RUBY spent 
a lot of time at the lake, however, as time went on, he only 
visited occasionally and mostly on week ends. RUBY for the 
most part entertained men at this cabin. 

MR. BROWN could furnish no additional information. 
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
